As  before,  the  Minister  of  Health  requires  that  an 
interim  report  only  should  be  made  for  the  year  19lt.l  and  that 
arrangements  should  bo  made  to  preserve  vital  statistics  and  other 
records . 


There  ’.vere  I8I  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  526  of 
Measles  notified  during  the  year.  The  epidemic  of  Measles  v/as 
mainly  in  and  around  Framlingham,  Several  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  occurred  at  Framlingham  College  and  necessitated  the 
takinq  of  precautionary  measures  in  co-operation  with  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  School. 

The  first  campaign  of  Diphtheria  Imni.unis ation  was  carr 
out  during  the  year  and  met  with  an  enthusiastic  response  in 
most  places.  Some  o0%  of  children ’ under  5 years  were  treated 
about  75a  oT  those  between  5 15-  Ho  Schick  tests  were 

carried  out  to  check  the  results.  The  County  Council 
co-operated  in  the  campaign  through  District  Nurses,  School 
Nurses,  Clerical  staff  and  the  use  of  the  schools.  Teachers 
throug  "Out  the  district  v/ere  m.bst  helnful.
